N itch m a n ’s scheme was a novel one 
Last fall be was in W yom ing working 
on a farm, near Roth well 
Big Horn 
county. W hile there he met a fellow 
laborer, who indicated a desire to get 
m arried. 
N itchm an 
then 
informed 
bim that he had a sister in 
the East. 
On N itcb tn an ’s arrival home he wrote 
a letter to the W yom ing farm laborer, 
F M. 
H*i lacker, at Rothwell, in his 
s is te r’s name, saying that ber brother 
bad told ber of Heilscher and his de­ 
sire to wed.and upon Heilscher*s send 
ing ber #50, the to r fare to W ytm irg. 
she would come out and marry him 
She requested that he send the draft 
for the money to her brother Edward 
and that he 
have it made payable to 
her brother, so that it 
w ould lie more 
convenient for her to have 
it cashed 
She also said in ber 
letter 
that bur 
brother had told ber th a t he. Heil web 
ar. was pretty, and closed 
her 
letter 
by sending him a kiss. 


Upon the receipt of this letter from 
Edward N itchm an, purporting 
to tie 
from his sister, 
Heilscher 
went Miss 
Nitchm an a draft for #50, 
disregard 
ing bis correspondent s request to semi 
it to Edw ard N itchina 
In the m atter 
of the d raft be also disobeyed in stru c­ 
tions, for it was made payable to M in 
N itchm an.

Will Furnish Steel Probers With All

sions. the Stanlev "steel trust” Inves­ 
tigating committee 
resumed 
delving 
into campaign contributions 
by the 
United States Steel corporation. 
The executive sessions had been de­ 
voted to determining whether or not 
to force George VV. Perkins, steel cor­ 
poration director and former partner 
in the hanking firm of J. I*. Morgan & 
Co, to tell about personal and cor­ 
porate campaign 
contributions. 
At 
first, it was said, on authority of 
Representative 
Young, 
Republican, 
that the committee had reversed it­ 
self, and that the threat of haling 
vlr, Perkins before the house for con­ 
tempt for not answering questions had 
fallen by the wayside. 
When the committee reassembled it 
befame apparent 
that the reversal 
had only to do with personal contribu­ 
tions. 
When the 
executive 
session was 
ended, and the committee was pre­ 
pared to prof eed with the examination 
of Perkins. It. V. Llndaluiry, counsel 
for the Steel corporation and for Mr. 
Perkins, announced that tile Steel cor­ 
poration In 1904 contributed $10,000 
to a campaign fund, hut whether it 
was national or state he did not know. 
He said he would produce tho papers 
as soon as possible, and that Mr. Per­ 
kins was not connected with that con­ 
tribution. 
Beall Is insistent. 
Representative Betoil declared he in­ 
tended to press the question of finding 
out whether the New York Life com­ 
pany and the Steel corporation had 
made contributions. 
Mr. Beall inti­ 
mated that if the Stanley ruling he 
reversed in its entirety he intended 
to bring tile question up on the Hoot 
»t the house. 
Mr. Perkins was then called to the 
«tand and Mr. Besit began to ques­ 
tion him concerning campaign contri­ 
butions made by tile New York Life 
and tile Steel corporation. 
Mr. Linda- 
bnry again Interposer! an objection to 
Mr. Beall's questions. 
After a little preliminary sparring 
between Attorney Lindabury ami Mr. 
Beall the latter asked Mr. Perkins: 
"Did >oi ever make any personal 
campaign contributions that were re' 
im horsed by a corporation?" "I never 
did," replied the witness. 
While deciding not to press Mr. 
Perkins on 
(>eraimal campaign con­ 
tributions, the committee decided to 
rcfpi I re the steel corporation to pro 
duce the books of subsidiary eompa 
Dies. 
The flower of the committee to 
do this also had been questioned. 
Tile com m ittees 
decision 
not to 
press the inquiry into i*ersonal cam­ 
paign contributions was based on tilt 
conclusion that the house resolution 
did not give authority to go into those 
mailers. 
It was said ttiat Hepresen 
tative Littleton, 
Democrat, of New 
York, insisted 
that 
tile committee 
would thus transcend Its power. 
Mr Littleton, with the four Repub 
Dean members, constituted a majority 
of the whole com rn it ee, which com­ 
prises five Democrats and four Ho 
publicans. 
“ Even should any other questions 
regarding campaign contributions lap 
pressed,” said K. V. Lindabury, coun­ 
sel for the Steel corporation, "tlv*y 
would not he answered." 
Confer With Taft. 
Following the first executive ses­ 
sion, tin* probers caused u brand-new 
stir whom Representative Stanley, the 
chaiiman; 
Representatives Littleton 
Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner of 
cor|MjratIons, had a conference with 
President Taft at the White House. 
All refused to discuss Hie confer 
erne, tint later It 
was learned Mr 
Stanley and his associates had gone 
to the White House to ask the presi­ 
dent to release further reports of the 
commissioner of corporations on tile 
steel industry with a* view of getting 
at some* of the subjects sought in the 
inquiry 
President Taft, it is said, promised 
to furnish Hie committee all informs 
lion in tin’ possession of the bureau 
of (-or(Mirations in regard to the "steel 
ti list ’ which could he furnished with 
in the law. 
The president expected to have an­ 
other conference with tin* committee 
men and Mi 
Smit Ii later, when the 
amount of Information to be furnished 
and its kind would be determined. 
l'nder Hie law. Mr Smit ii reports 
direc tly to the president, but he said 
was willing to help the committee 
in every way possible.
